Sir, — The  Earl  of  Clarendon  has  had  under  his 
consideration  your  leiter  of  tne  lOlh  ultimo,  enclosing 
a copy  of  a despatch  from  the  Governor  of  the  Straits 
Settlements  relen  ing  to  a question  which  had  arisen 
in  regard  to  the  jii  eccder.ee  to  be  ahowed  to  the 
Foreign  Consular  Bod.y. 

In  compliance  with  Earl  Granville’s  request  to  oe 
furni.'-hed  with  Lord  Clarendon’s  opinion  upon  this 
question,  1 am  to  beg  that  .you  will  lay  the  following 
observations  before  his  l.oid.  hip. 

The  question  of  the  etiquette  to  be  obseived  with 
regard  to  the  treatment  of  the.  Foreign  Consuls  in  the 
Colonies,  is  one  which  has,  at  various  times,  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Her  Majesty’s  Govern- 
ment. 

Foreign  Consuls  in  England  have  no  claim  of  pre- 
ecdency,  and  are  treated  like  any  other  foreigners 
residing  in  England  This  jirinciplc  equally  e.xtends 
to  the  (.lolonies,  and  as  you  will  find,  by  a reference 
to  the  archives  of  your  department,  Eari  Russell  stated, 
on  tlie  18th  Febiuary,  1863,  in  rejily  to  a letter  from 
your  office  respecting  a claim  advanced  by  the  Con- 
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sular  Body  at  Sydney  to  be  admitted  to  the  entree  at 
the  Governor’s  levee  on  the  occa  ion  of  the  Queen's 
Birthday,  that  the  rule  of  Her  Majesl.y’.s  Court  was, 
that  as  Consul.>--Geneial  and  Consuls  had  no  diplo- 
niiitic  cluirncler,  and  were  i ot  visitors  of  the  Court, 
the.v  fell  into  the  class  ot  foreigners  resident  in  Eng- 
land and  go  to  the  general  eniree  and  ar  presented  to 
thegeneial  ciicle;  and  hi»  I.oidshii)  saw  no  sufficient 
reason  lor  allei ing  the  pi actice  of  tlie  Court  held  by 
the  Goveinors  of  Her  Majest.y’s  Colonies,  whatever  it 
might  be 

In  18.-)6,  a question  having  ari.sen  with  regaid  to 
certain  piivih-ges  chiimrd  by  the  Spani  h Consul  at 
Bvi..-bane,  and  which  was  lefeired  to  the  Queen’s 
Advocate  he  reiiorted  that  there  were  no  jnivileges 
to  which  Foreign  (\)1imi1s  weie  .‘tiictl.y  or  legally 
entilled,  as  a right,  in  Great  Biitain,  nor  in  any  of 
her  Colonies;  and  that  the  English  law  con.'idered 
them  amenable  to  civil  and  criminal  juri  diction,  a d 
did  not  give  ihein,  nor  allow  them,  any  legal  pilvil- 
eges  whatever;  it  could,  he  ob-eived,  hardly  be  said 
to  recognize  them  in  their  official  ehaincter,  and  such 
privileges  or  exemptions  as  thty  might  enjoy  were 
conceded  to  them  if  at  all ) either  li^'  ihe  executive  or 
loial  authoiiiies  at  their  di.cietion,  or  by  mage  and 
court  e.sv 

You  will  further  see  that  the  Governor  of  Queens- 
land, in  a de.-|iatch  of  which  a copy  was  forwaided  to 
this  Utqiartiiu-nt  in  your  letter  dt  the  12th  of  Ajiril, 
1860,  on  the  subject  of  certain  jnivileges  claimed  liy 
the  Prussian  Constil,  obsei  ved,  i liat  it  might  jiiove  in 
the  highest  degree  inconvenient  heieafter  if  in  thcpiin- 
cipal  Briti  h Coionies,  which  weie  virtually  in  most 
resjitcts  self-governirg  .States,  the  Cuii.-uls  of  Foreign 
Powers  should  be  permitted  to  usuiji  the  ]irivilege.s  or 
immunil  ies  of  diplomatic  agents,  or  should  bo  allowed 
to  cories)io"d  directl.y  with  the  Colonial  Autho'ities, 
or  to  assume  in  any  other  re.  pect  a footing  dift'.Tcnt 
fiom  that  which  they  held  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

I am  to  reque.-t  that  you  will  infirm  Loid  itian- 
ville  that,  undei-  the  ciretimstance.'i  herein  stated,  Loid 
Clarendon  would  not  think  it  desiiable  that  any 
instructions  should  he  addressed  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Straits  Settlements  tending  to  recognize  the  jirin- 
cijile  of  accoiding  iireccdeiice  to  the  Foreign  Consular 
Body.
